It was proposed, appa- 
rently, at one time, to invest von 
Hindenburg with the power of a mill- 
tary dictator under the kaiser. This 
idea, however, if it was ever serious- 
ily advocated, would probably have 
been too great a challenge to what- 
ever remnant of democracy may be 
articulate in Germany today, and, 
|therefore the determination has ap- 
parently been taken to substitute for 
the ex-chancellor, himself by no 
means the type of the strong man in 
politics, a merefigurehead in the per- 
/son of Dr. Michaelis, who will carry 
out the absolute directions of the 
kaiser and the crown prince, sup- 
| ported by the full weight of the Jun- 
ker party and the military chiefs. 
| Thus, that statesmen of so many 
lives, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, at 
last retires, and Dr. Michaelis reigns 
in his stead, 

| Of Dr. Michaelis himself little 
|}enough is known that is of any con 
sequence. It is possible that like 
many a man before him who has 
suffered mainly from want of oppor- 
jtunity, he may develop undreamed- 
lof characteristics. Still, at present, 
jhe is known mainly as the author 
(of a declaration which has been re- 
|/membered more generally than the 
man who gave utterance to it, the 
statement made, only a few months 
ago, that if Germany were not care- 
ful she might find herself confronted 
with famine before the summer was 
|over. Indeed, in an article devoted 
to the same subject, he was at pains 
to impress upon the German people 
that the end of the war would not 
mean the end of the food problem, 
| owing to the shortage of shipping and 
|other difficulties, incidental to the 
war, this problem would remain = a 
serious one in the country. Dr. MI- 


chaelis, therefore, takes office with 
the full consciousness of the diffi 
culties confronting Germany in this 


respect. and for this reason he is 
| probably prepared to go every length 
with the German naval ministry, in 
pressing the submarine warfare to 
|its most bitter conclusion. But this 
| will not be his only task. There will 
;vemain before him the labor of re 
;conciling the claim to autocratic au- 
| thority of the kaiser and the crown 
| prince with the varying shades of the 
| demand for greater political freedom, 
}emanating from Germany in general 
and from Prussia in particular. All 
that it seems possible at present to 
conclude, on this subject, from any 
available information, is that the con 
servative elements in Germany 
determined to join hands to reduce 
any concessions, the kaiser may be 
| inclined to make, to a minimum, and 
that, in this decision, they 
have the support of the heads of the 
army. This conclusion seems to be 
borne out by the fact that the Ger- 
mania, the principal organ of the 
Centre party, recently declared that 
the Junkers, under the leadership of 
the crown prince, had joined hands 
| with the militarist party, under von 
Hindenburg and von lLudendorff, in 
a determined effort to drive from pow 
;er the man who, whilst officially 
countenancing and even giving voice 
to their ultra demands, was believed 
to have no particular liking for them 
in his heart.

As 
an attraction, the motion picture ap- 
peals to the people of all nations 
Its language, as has been said, is un- 
iversal, and it is because of this that} 
its possibilities as an educator, pri 
marily, and an eradicator of racial 
and sectional prejudices, are but par- 
tially appreciated. 

President Wilson, no doubt realiz- 
ing that the motion picture produc- | 
ers in the United States have, by in- 
genuity and perseverance during the 
last five or six years, made the pic 
tures produced in this country popu: | 
lar in almost every section of the 
globe, recently invited the coopera 
tion of the producers with the com- 
mittee on public information. The 
president is quoted as saying that 
he regards the motion picture as an 
important factor in national life. This 
it certainly is, although it is not 
now so important a factor as it might 
and should be made. It is, no 
deubt, the desire of the president, in 
asking this cooperation by producers 
and managers, to enlist their aid in 
carrying the message of the United 
States around the world. That mes 
sage, if it is to portray the national 
life truly and faithfully, will not be 
the libel which has been written on 
screens in this coutnry so frequently 
in the past.

that in any one year they shall not 
exceed those of the previous year by 
more than 5 per cent Provision is 
made, of course, for emergencies, the 
board of authorization having the 
power to permit a county to exceed 
the 5 per cent limit if in its judgment 
an emergency exists.

“Don't judge the success of can- 
ning by your first effort with what- 
ever product you happen to find in 
market, when you begin operations,” 
says a statement just issued by the 
department of agriculture. “It is 
more than likely that if you are a 
beginner at canning you will start 
with strawberries, the first fruit 
available. If you do you_ should 
realize that strawberries are one of 
the most difficult of all products to 
can satisfactorily. It is next to im- 
possible, in fact, 
as distinguished from preserving it 
{in which case a much larger pro- 
portion of sugar is used), so that 
its color, size and texture will be 
preserved, 

“It is normal, if ordinary canning 
practices are followed, to have straw- 
berries shrink, turn more or less 
brown, and float to the tops of the 
jars. The product is palatable, how- 
ever, and will keep perfectly if the 
sterilization has been done properly. 

“Don’t feel, therefore, that your 

strawberry canning is a _ failure. 
Above all, dont’ become discouraged 
and fear that all your canning will 
_ be unsatisfactory. Practically every 
vegetable and fruit worth canning 
may be canned and kept in a condi- 
tion fairly comparable in flavor and 
texture to the fresh product. 

“Canned food will be needed next 
winter as it has never been needed 
before. Let your slogan be, there- 
fore: ‘Can all the food you can; dry 
the succulent foods which cannot be 
kept well otherwise.’

appoint a commissioner for the term | 
of four years. The expense of this 
office is borne by the county. A coun- | 
ty horticultural commissioner may | 
be disqualified by the board of hor- 
ticultural examiners after a public | 
hearing of charges against him, and 
when so disqualified the supervisors 
must remove him from office. 

It is the duty of the county horti- 


orchards, packing houses or other 
premises within his jurisdiction, and 
if found infested or infected with in- 
jurious insect or animal pests, plart 
diseases, or noxious weeds to notify 
the owner or person in charge to 
eradicate or control the same to the 
satisfaction of the county horticul- 
tural commissioner within specified 
time. If the owner or person in 
charge does not abate the nuisance 
within the specified time it is the 
duty of the county horticultural com- 
misisoner to cause it to be abated, 
the expense thereof being a county 
charge, and the sum so paid out 
shall become a lien upon the prop- 
erty, such lien taking precedence 
over all other liens excepting the 
lien of taxes, 

The county horticultural commis- 
sioner is authorized to issue certifi- 
cates to public fumigators or spray- 
ers after examination as to qualifi- 
cations. 

It is the duty of the county horti- 
cultural commissioner to report on 
the condition of the horticultural in- 








dustry in his county to the state 
commissioner of horticulture each 
year. 


The statutes require any person or 
organization bringing or causing to 
be brought into a locality within the 
state from another locality within 
the state, any shipment of plants or 
plant products for propagation pur- 
poses, or any orchard appliances 
which either the county horticultural 
commissioner or the state commis- 
sioner of horticulture may consider 
liable to be infested or infected with 
dangerous insect pests or plant dis- 
eases, to immediately notify the 
county horticultural commissioner or 
his deputy or inspector, and hold the 
same for inspection. 

Each shipment of plants or plant 
products for propagation purposes 
brought into any county of Califor- 
nia from another county within the 
state must bear the name and ad- 
dress of shipper and the name of the 
person, firm or organization to whom 
same is shipped. A manifest show- 
ing contents and localities where 
grown shall be supplied to the county 
horticultural commissioner having 
jurisdiction. 

All material in shipments of nur- 
sery stock, etc., from one locality to 
another locality within the state, 
found to be infested or infected with 
any insect or animal pests, plant dis- 
eases or weed seeds which would be 
injurious or liable to be injurious to 
the agricultural interests of Califor- 
nia shall be deemed a public nui- 
sance, shall be refused delivery and 
immediately destroyed or returned to 
consignor at his option and expense. 
The remainder of such shipment may 
be delivered upon disinfection satis- 
factory to the county horticultural 
commisisoner, excepting that in 
cases where the insect or animal 
pests, plant diseases or noxious 
weeds found in the shipment are not 
known to exist in the locality where 
delivered, the entire shipment shall 
be refused, returned or destroyed as 
above. A provision is also made that 
in case shipments as above referred 
to contain pests or diseases of com- 
mon occurrence in the locality where 
delivered and which may be exter- 
minated by proper treatment under 
direction of the county horticultural 
commissioner, same may be disin- 
fected at owner’s expense and deliv- 
ered. 

The statute directs the state hor- 
ticultural commissioner to promul- 
gate the names of pests and diseases 
that may cause damage to agricul- 
tural interests of California, and to 
advise proper methods of treatment 
and disinfection of plants and plant 
products or their containers. 

A penalty is provided for the vio- 
lation of any of the provisions of 
this act.

Francis J. Heney of Los Angeles 
has been requested to accept the ap- 
pointment as special counsel to the 
federal trade commission. If he ac- 
cepts, he will be placed in charge of 
an investigation of the food trust, 
which is to be made the basis of ex- 
tensive government prosecution. 

The preliminary work to be under- 
taken will be entirely independent of 
the department of justice, which is 
said to have failed to carry out Pres- 
ident Wilson’s instructions to get evi- 
dence which would send the food 
speculators to jail. 

It is understood that Mr. Heney 
will establish headquarters in Chi- 
cago and begin with a big investiga- 
tion of the packers who control not 
only the meat supply of the nation 
but many other food products. The 
Chicago office will be made a clear- 
ing house for additional investiga- 
tions, which will extend from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific. 

The California attorney is under- 
stood to be the persona] selection of 
President Wilson, who, some months 
ago, planned to offer him a place in 
the cabinet in the event of a resigna- 
tion which did not materialize. The 
notice of appointment is said to be 
en route to Mr. Heney, and he is ex- 
pected to accept. 

The work planned by the federal 
trade commission for the noted pro- 
secutor will be based on the follow- 
ing text, taken from President Wil- 
son’s recent appeal to manufacturers 
and business men of the country: 

“Patriots cannot think of profits in 
the nation’s time of need.

than normally, and while it is too 
early to tell the result of this in- 
creased practice, the indications at 
present are that it will be successful 
from an economic standpoint. In all 
probability it is a thing to be en- 
couraged in the future. 

The question of intercropping or- 
chards of bearing age, on the other 
hand, is one which has frequently 
been dismissed as unprofitable finan- 
cialy, and unsound agriculturally for 
Southern California conditions. This 
conclusion in the past has been based 
upon the factors of high water cost, 
low yield of the intercrop because of 
shade, and interference with the best 
development of the orchard crop. 
This year, the latter factor is some- 
what removed because there is no 
fruit crop set upon the trees in many 
individual instances. Also there is 
a financial consideration which makes 
it apparently timely to reopen the 
entire question of the desirability of 
intercropping mature orchards. 

In considering this question three 
points in relation to the orchard it- 
self must be borne in mind: namely, 
the fact that the condition of the tree 
in the fall has a great deal to do 
with the setting of the next spring’s 
crop; the fact that all fertilizing ma- 
terials are to be extremely expensive 
next spring, and some of them entire- 
ly off the market; the fact that irri- 
gation systems and intervals of irri- 
gation are adjusted to take care of; 
the trees and may not be satisfactory 
for maintaining both the trees and 
the intercrops. Because of the first 
two points it seems highly desirable 
that a particularly good winter cover 
crop be raised for plowing under 
next spring. It is usually advisable 
to plant Melilotus clover or vetch for 
this purpose about the middle of 
September. Under the present con-| 
ditions it may be permissible to de- 
lay this planting date for a month or 
even six weeks. In this case the 











most rapid growing crop should be 
used. The Broad Windsor or Horse 
bean appears to be better adapted 
to iate planting than other commonly 
used legumes. It is the opinion of 
the writer and of many leading grow- 
¢rs with whom this problem has been 
discussed that he fertilizing value of 
a leguminous cover crop during the 
winter will more than equal the cash 
vaiue of any other crop which might 
be grown at this time. 

It is possible to raise winter peas 
for harvest and at the same time 
have the advantage of a winter le- 
gume cover crop, the straw from 
which may be turned under. In case 
such peas are to be raised for con- 
sumption as green peas, the high la- 
bor cost of picking is frequently a 
prohibiting factor. In case they are 
designed for canning the drawback 





is found in the fact that Southern

TIME TO ERADICATE THE 
SCALE PESTS RIGHT NOW) 


= 

“The heat has killed the scale,” 
“the freeze of 1913 killed the scale.” 
Every abnormal condition does 
kill untold numbers of these pestif- 
erous insects, and for this reason 
the growers has now and then a bit 


other running start. But not often 
is the miracle of extermination per-; 
formed. The citrus growers who! 
knew the conditions of California cit- 
rus orchards 25 years ago when 
they were dripping with honey dew 
and slimy with billions of white 
scale well recalls the miracle which 
was performed by the vedalia and 
may be justified in hoping that when 
such a day comes as was given us 
in June and takes the fruit from the 
trees that it has also completely 
eliminated the scale, says the Cali- 
fornia Cultivator, 

Examination showed that very 
young scale which were susceptible 
to the heat of that day were killed. 
Now comes the more careful observ- 
er and says that we are not justified 
in being too optimistic. Every adult 
scale has wonderful reproductive 
power and is wise in that the next 
generation is not all brought forth 
at the same time. The young which 
has been hatching since the early 
spring days probably all yielded to 
the heat, but the eggs which are now 
hatching are producing younsters 
which must be controlled. The more 
observing of the fruit growers are 
not countermanding orders for fu- 
migation supplies because they now 
see that the opportunity of a life- 
time is here. These young scale, 
without the early maturing young- 
sters which become to a degree re- 
sistant to fumigation, may now he 
caught at a time of their life when 
they are easily destroyed. So grow- 
ers, horticultural inspectors and 
commissioners are uniting in the slo- 
gan: “Hit ’em now and hit ’em 
hard.”

The past year 
has been an exceptionally favoraJic 
one; the crop hes been the tars >st 
ever, and the prices have bean satis- 
factory, not ¢* times but the entir2 
year through. To be sure, some 
growers have not yet recovered from 
the cold of 1913, and now the crop 
has been greatly reduced for the 
coming year. But cultivation must 
be continued; irrigation also is nec- 
essary. It is probable that fertili- 
zation will yield big returns. With 
the other necessary upkeep fumiga- 
tion must also be considered. We 
say “fumigation,” for as a rule cit- 
rus orchardists have found better re- 
sults in the handling of all scale 
pests by treating with hydrocyanic 
acid gas. 

This process has been used in cit- 
rus orchards for nearly 30 years. It 
will. be used in much the same way 
the coming year that it has for the 
past three or four years. Some will 
continue the manufacture of the gas 
under the tent after it is placed over 
the tree, in vessels, the same as has 
been done from the beginning. More 
will use the improved fumigation ma- | 
chinery. This process has the ad- 
vantage of instantaeous production of 
gas and more uniform killing in all 
parts of the tent; also the. saving in 
chemicals and in time makes it very 
economical, so that the expense of 
the application is no greater than un- 
der the old and less satisfactory 
process. 

As to how best results may be se- 
cured there are various answers. 
The more popular, or at least the 
common, method is for each 
grower to contract with one who 
makes it his business to fumigute. 
Under the new county horticultural | 
commisisoner act fumigators or 
sprayers are now licensed by the 
county commissioners and the license 
may be revoked in case of unsatis- 
factory performance on the part of

GROUND SQUIRRELS ARE 
AN ALLY TO OUR ENEMY 


The ravages of the ground squir- 
rels and gophers must be checked. 
State Horticultural Commissioner G. 
H. Hecke is cooperating with the 
state board of health, the state and 
county councils of defense, the coun- 
ty boards of supervisors and other 
organizations to enable the county 
horticultural commisisoners to com- 
mence decisive action under 
amended county horticultural 
missioner law (Section 2322A of the 


| Political Code) to enforce control of 


rodent pests which are becoming a 
national menace. 

The California ground squirrel 
stands first today as an undisputed 
ally of the country’s enemies. Every 
day he is working most industriously 
to destroy large quantities of the 
food products of the state of Califor- 
nia and that his efforts are crowned 
with material success will be told by 
any farmer. Ask the man who has 
had half of his grain field eaten by 
squirrels; or the man who has seen 
his almond crop destroyed; or the 
man who has watched his vineyard 
slowly disapepar. 

Every newspaper in the country to- 
day is laying stress on the conserva- 
tion of food products. Nearly every 
food product comes from the farm 
and in this state nearly all of them 
are affected by the depredations of 
ground squirrels. Evidently the farm- 
er occupies a most important posi- 
tion among the defenders of the 
country. It is up to him to keep 
clear that part of the food line that 
is in his hands. Most important is 
to grow the food. Next in importance 
is to see that he food is properly 
utiliized. Certainly it is an act of 
defense to prevent the deviation of 
large quantities of food from the 
mouth of the soldier to the greedy 
jaws and sharp teeth of the ground 
squirrel. 

Various estimates have been made 
of the destructiveness of ground 
squirrels. Probably the most accur- 
ate, however, are the figures compil- 
ed by Surgeon J. D. Long of the Unit- 
ed States Public Health Service from 
the carefully investigated reports of 
497 farmers who figured the incease 
in crops and land value after squir- 
rels had been killed on their farms. 
These statistics show that on 321,233 
acres the cost of killing squirrels av- 
eraged 11.2 cents per acre while the 
value of the increase in crops, pas- 
turage, etc., was 34 cents per acre, a 
net saving of 22.8 cents per acre. 
Three hundred and seventy persons 
estimated that their land had _ in- 
creased in value $2.74 per acre as a 
direct result of squirrel destruction. 
There are in California millions of 
acres of squirrel-infested, cultivated 
and pasture land. At the above fig- 
ures a destruction of squirrels on all 
these lands would net a saving of 
$228,000 on every million acres. 

These figures are an average and 
show the gain from eliminating the 
average squirrel infestation. But the 
squirrel is a colonizing animal and 
averages do not properly represent 
his destructiveness. The acre or two 
on which a colony is located will 
grow mighty little grain or pastur- 
age. As long as the colony is there 
the land it occupies and that nearby 
is waste land, a most unnecessary 
and inexcusable waste in these days 
when every foot counts. Where squir- 
rel infestation is heavy over consid- | 
erable areas, and there are many | 
such localities, their destructiveness 
becomes all too plainly visible. There 
are many instances where entire 
fields of grain two or three hundred 
acres in extent have been ruined to

Spbstitutes for For Butter in Cooking 

The California women’s committee 
of the Council of National and State 
Defense, now centering its energies 
on securing the signatures of the 
women to the food pledges prepar- 
ed under the direction of Herbert 
Hoover, report that there is consid- 
erable objection to the clause in the 
pledge providing for the elimination 
of butter in cooking. 

The principal difference between 
butter and cottonseed oil is that the 
former consists of about 85 per cent 
fat, 11 per cent water, and from 3 
to 4 per cent salt and ash, and a lit- 
tle protein, while cottonseed and 
other vegetable oils are 100 per cent 
fat. Add salt, whey and coloring 





matter to a neutral fat and only an 
expert can distinguish it from _ but- 
ter. 
to produce oleomargarine, which 
one of the best substitutes for but- 
ter in cooking. 

As to the digestibility of butter 
compared to other fats, the scientist 
has something to say. It has been 
demonstrated that the digestibility 
of a fat depends principally upon its 
melting point. Unless fat melts 
readily at the temperature of the 
body, it is not easily digested. Such 
solid fats as mutton tallow and suet 
are not emulsified’ as readily as the 
softer vegetable oils, such as olive 
and cottonseed, and so are not as 
readily digested. 

Butter and oleomargarine, as well 
as the vegetable oils, are easily 
emulsified and so are readily digest- 
ed. But butter is -in this respect 
the inferior of the liquid fats. It is 
thus clear that he claim that but- 
ter and only butter must be used in 
cooking for dyspeptics is founded 
on fancy rather than on fact. 

Butter burns readily when heat- 
ed, whereas vegetable fats disinte- 
grate at a much higher temperature. 
Vegetable fats are often substituted 
for butter in cake or pastry making. 

Progressive housewives are found 
who still adhere to butter for flia- 
voring such vegetables as asparagus, 
spinach, peas, string beans and the 
various greens. No one likes to add 
lard or cottolene or other similar 
fats to a cooked vegetable. This is 


‘quite unnecessary, as there are oth- 


er fats which give quite as good a 
flavor as butter. The first of these 
is bacon grease, which blends pe- 
culiarly well with vegetables, and is 
a by-product of the kitchen too of- 
ten discarded. Olive and _ cotton- 
seed oils are likewise well adapted 
for use with vegetables, the fore- 
most chefs using these, not from 
motives of economy, but because 
they know that the flavor of the 
vegetables is improved thereby. It 
is habit that rules in the kitchen 
where its considered that butter 
and only butter will serve in the 
best cookery.

| RAISING JIMSON WEED IS 
| NEW INDUSTRY IN STATE

| Raising jimson weed for commer- 
| cial purposes promises to be a profit- 
able industry for ranchers of the San 
Joaquin valley. Work has just been 
‘completed on the harvesting of the 
first crop in the vicinity of Porter- 
ville, Tulare county, where several 
hundred acres are under cultivation 
this year for the first time. 

Last year a Pasadena firm employ- 
ed a local representative to buy up 
all the wild jimson weed he could 
get in the Porterville district, About 
$1700 worth was picked, by children 
mostly, and shipped to the southern 
buyers. It is useful for medicinal 
purposes. 

This year the same firm offered to 
furnish the seed for planting and 
contracted to buy up the product at 
12 cents per pound. They secured 
contracts for about 500 acres, but 


not quite that amount was put un- | 


der cultivation this season. Esti- 
mates place the returns at from $150 
to $200 an acre. 

Jimson is planted the first of April. 
The soil is prepared the same as for 
planting corn and the jimson is 
planted with a drill in furrows far 
enough apart to allow of cultivation 


The harvesting of the first jimson 
crop begins when the plants
